The acquaintance between Elizabeth Barrett 
Browning and the poet and prose-writer, R. H. 
Horne, began in 1839 with a note from the 
former inclosing a poem, and asking a frank 
opinion whether it deserved to rank as poetry 
or as mere verse. The merit of the piece was 
unequivocal, and, on being forwarded to Col- 
burn’s New Monthly, tt was immediately pub- 
lished in that periodical. Mr. Horne was at this 
time following the career of a man of letters in 
London. He was a versatile writer, and pro- 
duced books on diverse subjects and in varied 
styles, with what was currently considered 
as signal ability. Hias repute was of very 
brief duration, and at the present hour his most 
ambitious work, an epic entitled Orion, “ is 
known to very few even by name. That he was 
possessed of genius there is no doubt, although 
it failed to express itself in ways which strongly 
appealed to the popular taste. 

The service which he rendered Miss Barrett, 
in giving her generous advice and encourage- 
ment, and aiding her to bring some of her early 
poems to the notice of the public, laid the foun- 
dation of a warm friendship, which was sus- 
tained by a frequent correspondence, extending 
over a period of many years. The letters from 
Miss Barrett, to the number of sixty-eight, 
have now been published by Mr. Horne, with a 
commentary of notes by himself, supplying the 
information necessary to their complete inter- 
pretation. The first in the collection bears the 
date of Nov. 20, 1889; andthe last, save one,

certain price. The fruits of the torrid and 


the temperate zones mingle in this market, and 


the most are grown within the vicinity of Lima, 
where different climates reign according to the 
altitude of the situation. Fish and flesh meats 
are plentiful in Lima, and of fair quality; but 
fowls are rare and high-priced. A turkey seils 
at from $12 to $20, and a pair of chickens from 


$6 to $8. 

Mr. Squier gives a long list of national dishes, 
which form the diet of tae people of Lima as of 
Peru. They are all strange compounds, un- 
likely to be relished by a ioreign taste. The 


chief among them is the puchero, which is the 


first dish served at every Lima dinner. The 
following is the recipe, given by Fuentes: To 
make a puchero ac ing to strict gastronomie 
rules, put in a kettle a large niece of beef or 
mutton, some cabbage, sweet potatoes, salt 
pork, sausage-meat, pigs’ fect, yucas, bananas, 
quinces, peas, and rice, with annotto and salt 
(and Chili peppers, of course) for seasoning. 
Add a sufficient quantity of water, and let the 
whole stew gently for five or six hours; then 
serve iu a tureen or deep dish.“ 

A curious custom still practiced at refined 
diuner-tables in Lima is the doradito,—*' a dem- 
onstration of politeness, or something warmer, 
consisting in selec a choice morsel from the 
dish before you and handing it on your fork to 
some lady present, who is previleged to return 
the attention. In some 3 of the country 
the compliment is intensified, if not rendered a 
little startling, by the 1 — the delicate 
bit between her thumb and forefiuger and plac- 
ing it in the mouth of the ro who has 
made the challenge.“ 

Lima is situated at a height of 512 feet above 
the sea, and, altbough within little more than 
12 deg. of the Equator, its climate ie decidedly 
cool, During the winter-months, from June to 
November inclusive, the thermometer ranges 
between 57 deg. and 61 deg., and in summer 
does not go above 82 deg. This low tempera- 
ture is partly owing to the proximity of the 
Cordilleras, partly to the prevail ung southwest 
winds, and partly to the cold current of the 
Pacific, which sweeps from the Antarctic seas di- 
rectly against the coast. Lima, being only six 
miles inland, feels the chill influence of the sea 
and the wind. 

During the winter, Mr. Squier found life in 
Lima nearly unbearable from the fog and damp 
that continually prevailed. ‘For days, and 
even weeks,“ he tells us, the sun is invisible, 
and a drizzle, not unlike a Scotch mist, makes 
the sidewalks slippery and pasty. and so perme- 
ates the air that the sheets of one’s bed are 
chill and sticky; the walls drip; the hand slips 
in endeavoring to turn the clammy door-knobs ; 
a feathery and almost ethereal fungus sprouts up 
in a single night from the depths of one’s ink- 
stand, or replaces the varnish on one’s 
boots with a green and yellow mil- 
dew. Bone-aches and neuralgias walk 
the streets, ransack the houses, and 
outrage their occupants unchallenged; and the 
noise of the church-bells is stified in the damp 
and lifeless atmosphere. Weare assured that 
‘It never rains in Lima’; but the dense, per- 
meating mist not an uently forms itself into 
minute drops, when it is called guwara. These 


“soak through the flat, thatched roofs, discolor- 


‘ing the ceilings, trickling upou the floors, and 
rendering an umbrella necessary for the pedes- 
trian in the streets. 

The mist which envelopes Lima, for some not 
yet explained reason, does not hang around the 
other towns and villages on the same plain. At

munication in Saturday's paper cannot, upon re- 
dection, “ be allowed to pass without a word or two 
in rebly. In the first place, your reasoning re- 
minds me very forcibly of Horace Greeley aud 
Henry C. Carey, twenty years ago. If sound, the 
legitimate conclusion would be that the perfection 
of all production would be for each man, woman, 
and child to raise from the soil, fatten upon their 
own pastures, spin, weave, hammer and saw, 
doctor and preach for themselves. This brings the 
producer and consamer absolutely together. 

Not to earty the illustration to this extreme, the 


gist of such reasoving is, that we are to legielate 


these favored manufacturing industries into an 
artificial presperity by relieving them from the 
burdens of a tariff enacted by their influence, for 


their own exclusive benefit, which enhances, and 
— expect will continue to enhance, the cost of 
their products to their home customers, and all 
this in the remote bope of some contingent advan- 
tage tothe farmerand planter infeeding their 
operatives. 

To bring the application of your idea, as Lunder - 
27 pearer home: Suppose the plow- makers 
of Moline, III., could indnce Congress to pass such 
legislation as would raise the price (not cost of 
mangtacture) of their plows 30 per cent, and by 
the same legislation cut off all other sources of 2 
cheaper supply, so that the people of Iowa and 
Northern Illinois could not obtain plows from any 
other manufacturers. Then, of course, the Moline 
plow-makers, having a monopoly of the 
trade at this enhanced profit, would em- 

loy a ater number of mechanics and 
aborers in their business; trade would flourish 
with them, but would the advantage of feeding 
this additional number of laborers compensate the 
farmers for the additional 30 per cent paid on the 
cost of their plows? Would not the price of pork, 
beef, and grain remain as now, dependent on the 
foreign demand? Ag long asthe farmer produces 
more of these commodities than we consume in 
our own country, will not the value of the entire 
crop continee to depend on the foreign demand? 

Aside from all questions of advantage or disad- 
vantage, of profit or lose to either farmer or me- 


chauie, ie it etrietly within the province of a Gov- 


ernment like ours, of the people aud for the 
peopie, to legislate in the interest of a class, to 
tax a thousand men, not to defray the legitimate 
expenses of the Government, but to keep up the 
business of one man! 

Suppose Congress should legislate as you advise, 
and admit duty free all the raw material required 
by the classes whose claims you advocate, such as 
ship-building, cotton, woolen, iron, steei, cut- 
lery, leather, boots and shoes, etc., and they are 
thereby enabled to manufacture of goods and wares 
more than is required forthe home market, does 
it follow from this that such goods will be lowered 
ia price to the home consumer; that they will be 
able to purchase on the same basis of manufactur- 
ers’ profit at which they are sold in foreign mar- 
kets when brought into competition with goods of 
the same class made in Belgium or England, for 
instance?’ 

(Yes, certainly. The object of repealing the 
duties on the raw materials of those branches of 
manufactures is to enable them to be made cheap- 
er, in order that they may not only be sold cheap 
in this country, but that the surplus product may 
find a foreign demand. The present onerous duties 
on the raw materials which enter into the composi- 
tion of the goods add that muchto their cost. 
They must be sold to our farmers just so much 
Take off those repressive duties and the 
goods can be manufactured cheaper, aud of course 
will be sold cheaper to the agricultural and all oth- 
er classes, and what can not be sold at home will 
find a foreign market. That is our theory.—Eb. } 

Experience teaches us that prices in this country 
would still de determined on the basis of the cost 
of imported goods of the same description. 

[This is only true where the home product of an 
article is not sufficient for the domestic supply. 
When the home production of steel rails, for ex- 
ample, is greater than the American demand, the 
price of steel raiis declines below the basis of the 
cost of imported steel. and they are sold under the 
pressure of domestic competition, without any ref- 
erence to or regard for the price of similar foreign 
goods. This is the fact now as to iron; steel, 
crockery, glass, cutlery, engines, paper, cottons, 
woolens, carpets, boots and shoes, leathers, wood- 
“en-ware, and Yankee notions. And this accounts 
for the enormous reduction in the importation of 
many lines of goods. —- EKD. J 

We have evidence of this in the sale of American 
sewing-machines in Europe at about one-half the 
prices charged our farmers’ wives and our poor 
sewing women in town and city for the same ma- 
chines. I have seen it stated again and again that 
the Onondaga Salt Company, of New York State, 
has been able for years to dispose of their surplus 
silt in Canada at a profit after paying al! freights, 
duties, ete., and then selling it very much below 
the prices charged the home consumer. Is not this 
also true of the manufacturers of wood screws and 
various other articles Which might be mentioned? 

[Whatever it may formerly have been, it is no 
longer true of Onondaga salt. The companies 
are glad to sell to home customers at the lowest 
possible prices. As to wood screws, we have not 
kept track of them and don’t know. As to sew- 
ing-machines, what ‘* Agricola” complains of is 
caused by their patents, which give them certain 
monopoly privileges to charge what they please, 
as they are not liable to gencral competition either 
at home or abroad. — ED.

One or two more important errors require correc- 
tion.

as harm less as any medicine can be. In speaking 
of the steamed and crushed oatmeal I designed to 
say that ten minutes were required for boiling. 
The name, Three Minute Cereals,” applied by 
the proprietor, I consider aitogether an error, as 
well as a mistake in judgment on hie part. He 
claims more than the facts warranted, and will be 
likely to injure his sales by so doing. When care- 
fully cooked for about ten or fifteen minutes 
in plenty of water, this kind of oatmeal makes 3 
light, white, delicate mush intinitely superior to 


that from any other oatmeal I have ever found in 


Chicago. 

To come now to the subject of this paper, af - 
fectlons of the respiratory organs, inclading those 
of the throatand larynx. These diseases are, in 
their grave forms, of so serious a nature that any 
tampering with them by inexperienced hands is 
likely to lead to fatal results. I can only, there- 
fore, indicate a simple method of treatment which 
will be efficacious in cases of slight illness and will 
not be oat of piace if the graver and more danger- 
ous disease is at hand. 

Aside from the epidemic influence and the spe- 
cific infection which produce diphtheria, croup, 
whooping-cough, and the like, the first and most 
important cause of all these troubles is taking 
cold.“ 5 

This process of taking cold is so very common, 
and, in the majority of cases, so evanescent in its 
effects, that it is usually considered a trifling mat- 
ter. It is not, however, so trifling as most people 
think. Aside from the suffering occasioned by a 
bad cold, which is not inconsiderable, there are 
thousands of cases in which a cold means death 
sooner or later, thousands more in which it means 
animpaired constitution and a semi-invalid condi- 
tion for a lifetime. And this taking cold is in a 
majority of instances capable of being prevented. 
Every one who reads this knows of families 
who are always having bad colds. Depend upon it 
there is something wrong inthe household hygiene. 
There is insufficient clothing, or the apartments 
are overheated, ar there are avoidable draughts, or 
carelessness in some shape. 

Children of a scrofalous or tuberculous diathesis 
are much more liable to take cold than those who 
are ofa sounder constitution, and colds have also 
worse results in these cases. So much the more 
need is there of care and watchfulness on the part 
of the parent. 

Unceasing vigilance is, in many cases, the price 
of exemption from colds. Itis, however, worth 
while. It is easier to put on and take off the 
wraps and overshves ever so many times a day 
than to nurse the little one through an illness. 
If mothers would be more carefül, their anxieties 
might be vastly lessened. I do not mean to say 
that colds can he altogether avoidea. In oar cli- 
mate, where the thermometer plays such surpris- 
ing freaks in a single twenty-four hours, where the 
winds are so pitiless and the clouds so capricious, 
colds will often occur which seem dependent upon 
atmospheric changes. Still, they much less fre- 
quently come to one than is commonly sup- 

Osed. 

The first symptom of a cold is very often a chill. 
A little later there may be a slight feveranda 
little more difficult respiration. owifa warm 
bath be taken at this period, follewed by friction 
to the, skin and warm * in bed so that a 
slight perspiration is establisbed, the cold is abated 
at the outset, and the chill will be quite well the 
nextday. These measures shoald always be em- 

loyed with croupy children or those who are sub- 
Joct to prolonged icatarrh or cough after taking 
cold. : 

Sneezing is ordigarily an indication that cold has 
been taken. It may be the beginning of a severe 
nasal catarrh which will ultimate ina bronchial 
cough. The warm bath, etc., are usefal here, and 
it is proper to open the bowels, if constipated, by 
a mild cathartic. I the inflammation of the nasal 
mucous membrane is very acute, as evidenced by 
profuse and scalding, watery discharges, it may be 
mitigated by certain means. 

The inhalation of the vavor of hot water (not too 
hot) is sometimes Pye ys A teaspoonful of 
spirits of camphor in a littie hot water is very good 
for inhalation. Affew drops of laudanum may be 
used in the same way. These remedies are, of 
course, not available for infants, Sometimes all 
that can be done forthem isto gently anoint the 
nostrils with a little olive oil applied with a fe.th- 
er. Asmall handkerchief or bit of linen wet in 
water as warm as can be borne and laid closely over

We sometimes pare potatoes and lay in 
the dish around the meat, and bake them that way, 
and have nice, brown, roasted, pared potatoes, 
seasoned some by the meat, too. 

I will send a recipe for Indian pickle which is 
liked by us as well aschow-chow: Indian Pickle 
—Two gallons sharp vinegar; eight ounces ground 
mustard; two ounces-selery seed; four ounces 
ground mace; four ounces ground ginger: a little 
cloves; three sticks horse-radish; one teacup salt. 
Boil the spices and vinegar together fifteen min- 
utes, Then as vegetables come in season put 
them in, stirring often from the bottom, —cucum- 
bers,, beans, cauliflowers (broken up), small green 
tomatoes, small onions, grapes, radish-pods. etc. 
Do not put in cabbage unless you want to spoil it. 
This will keep until eaten up. Get cider-vinegar 
always if possible, but if yon happon to get this 
manufactured article, as I did last season, why 
dilute it, or there will be too much acid and it will 
eat your pickles up.

In the winter of 1847 I 
was unable to read for five minutes consecutively 
for some three months, The use of this eye-water 
for three or four days effected an entire cure. It 
has often been tried since, and it never has failed 
to afford relief.

The Situation Here and in Great 
Britain. 


Depressed State of Business in Both 
Countries. 


English Newspapers. 


THE UNITED STATES. 
London Times, Apri: 19. 

The stagnation of commerce and industry in the 
United States has for a long time perplexed and ir- 
ritated the speculative world. The depression be- 
gan nearly four years ago, and has continued ap to 
this time with scarcely any perceptible intermis- 
sion or relief. The industrial interests of the 
Union have been paralyzed since the panic of 1873. 
and the long-expected revival has not yet made 
itself manifest. Standing upon the verge of a 
European war, we are deeply interested in inquir- 
ing how far our trade with the United States has 
been affected by recent and impending events. 
It appears, unfortunately, too evident that 
the powers of the American people, which, in the 
domain of commercial and industrial progress 
seemed to be capable of definite expansion, have 
been brought abruptly toa halt. The dismal inci- 
dents of the past winter have left the people of the 
United States face to face with both dangers and 
remedies that have been long familiar to Old Worid 
societies. The Americans have now, almost for 
the first time. been enabled to understand by prac- 
tical experience what vagrancy means, what pau- 
perism, what emigration—and emigration, too, it 
must be admitted, from a country that still offers 
magnificent advantages to industrious and energetic 
men. It is certain, also, that the spirit of the Ameri- 
can people remains unbroken. A panic of more than 
three years’ duration has not disheartened them; 
they are hopeful now as they were in 1874. We 

ublished on Monday a statement of the business 

ailures that have occurred in the United States 
within the last two years, and these statistics, 
although they showed a slight gain upon the aggre- 
gate amount of capital invoived, were not, on the 
whole, encouraging. Inthe first quarter of 1877 
the business failures in the United States num- 
bered 2,876, while in the first quarter of the pre- 
ceding year the failures of the same class were only 
2, In the year first mentioned, however, the 
amount of money losses was much lesa than in the 
latter; but New York in 1877 was responsible for 
one-fifth of the total] liabilities of the States, while in 
1876 that city was set down for only one-seventh 
of the whole. 80 far as New York is concerned, 
therefore, these statistics do not hold out much 
hope of improvement. It must be remembered, 
however, that the great Atlantic ports depend for 
their prosperity mainly upon the development of 
traffic in the West, and when there ie a larger 
roportion of failures in New York there are fewer 
ailures, probably, in the Mississippi Valley and 
on the Pacific Slope. The most obvious inference 
from the facts, so faras we have been made ac- 
uainted with them, is that the depression which 
or three years has afflicted trade upon the Atlantic 
Coast has now made itself painfuly felt all over the 
Union. 

The collapse of American enterprise has been re- 
cently proved in many other ways. The with- 
drawal of labor from the market in the United 
States, which some time ago was regarded as an 
exceptional case, has been repeated, over and 
over again. Emigration frum New York to Sidney 
has been attempted, has succeeded, and promises 
to become a regular branch of trade. A few days 
ago a steamer left New York for Sidney with from 
300 to 400 emigrants on board, most of them, it is 
said, artisans with some little capital, and con- 
sequently the very best class of settlers. This 
is the third emigrant ship that has been 
chartered for the trade between the United 
States and Australia since the beginning of 
We donot think that even the most 
patriotic Americans can quarrel with the result; 
for the distress lately described by the New York 
journalists was so terrible that any means of miti- 
gating it ought to be welcomed. It is not, how- 
ever, the emigration from the United States to 
Australia that we have to consider alone, nor even 
the evidence of embarrassment in New York and 
other great American towns supplied by the statis- 
tics of mercantile failures, but also, and chiefly, 
the effect of these movements and disclosures upon 
the actual relations of society and business in the 
American centres of ecommerce. The political criris 
in the United States has fora time delayed the settle- 
ment of the question among business men, but it may 
now be taken for granted that the policy of Presi- 
dent Hayes has received the approbation of the 
country, and that any measures which he may 
recommend will be passed by Congress without any 
serious opposition. There is, however, more 
difference of opinion among the recognized 
followers of the Republican party than the 
outer world can at resent understand. It 
seems manifest that the Radical Republicans 
are both ready and willing to quarrel with the 
Administration, and this resolution; announced 
lately in a speech of Mr. Blaine's, can hardly 
fail to produce unpleasant results when Congress 
meets some two months hence. It must be 
admitted that the prospect of a European war 
has quickened American trade both in breadstuffs 
and munitions of war; but the great ocean steam- 
ship companies have shown their disbelief in a per- 
manently favorable change by diminishing the 
facilities which they offer to ocean passengers and 
commerce. We published some days ago a para- 
poe announcing that the leading shipping com- 
panies in Liverpoo!] had been compelled to reduce 
their trans atlantic service, and that they had 
done so after serious consultation. It appears 
that under present economical conditions outward 
cargoes tothe United States ‘‘have long fallen 
off,” and are now almost impossible to procure; 
while homeward freights, ** though hitherto toler- 
** gbly easy to obtain, are not less unprofitable. 
The grain trade may have a momentary revival, 
though the anticipated shortcrop in the United 
States has givenit acneck. Even the American 
meat trade has, fora time, suffered a commercial 
depreciation, through a temporary glut. The gen- 
eral result is that four of the leading Transatlantic 
shipping lines—the Inman, the White Star, the 
Guion, andthe National—have agreed to dis- 
continue their present weekly sailings, and to dis- 
patch only three steamers in five weeks. No fault 
can fairly be found with the policy of the steam- 
ship companies, but the significance of the resolu- 
tion to which they have some cannot be contested. 

We have not attempted to disguise our conviction 
that the economical prospect for the United States 
is very gloomy. and that toimpartial eyes no break 
in the clouds is yet visnble. Wein this country 
can sympathize more heartily with our kinsmén 
because we, too, after a period of unexampled 
prosperity amd activity, have fallen back into stag- 
nation, lowered profits, and timidity of capital. 
The crisis with us has been less acute than it has 
been in America, but it promises to be equally 
prolonged. In both countries caution and 
enforced economy may by degrees brace 
up the energies of trade and the courage 
of capital for a new start. The diminution of 
speculative activity may be considered either an

responding descriptions of English goods, French 
silk has driven English silk out of the market, and 
no miracle will be worked to prevent the same thing 
happeningin dur cotton trade. We shall find the 
Americans competing with us in all ports of the 
world, and Indja may yct proveas rich a mine to 
them ae it has jong been tous. The common run 
of people fancy that the causes of the decline in 
our cotton trade are accidental and transitory; we 
fear that any man who looks closely into all the 
facts, and who, knows what prodigious progress 
the Americans have made in their cotton manu- 
facture since the War, will come to a much less 
agreeable con¢lusion. It is not easy to in- 
duce Englishmen to listen to unpleasant truths— 
far less easy than it is for them to expla in those 
truths away to their own satisfaction. But un- 
luckily a matter affecting vitally the prosperity of 
the nation is notto be got rid o by a joke or wave 
of the hand. In London especially, all questions 
reiating to our manufactures are looked upon as 
more or less eT 8 of — remote — 9 
uninteresting, if not unimportant ere wou 
be no harm 15 this if London — up all England. 
or even contributed largely to the production of her 
wealth, insteadiof being chiefly an outlet for that 
wealth. 

Too many of our readers at a distance from the 
metropolis know that the cotton trade is not the 
only source of our much-vaunted national wealth 
which appears to be fast hastening to decay. The 
iron trade is in quite as bad a condition, if not 
worse. It is with incredible difficulty that 
many of the works are kept open at all. 
The large masters dishke the idea of 
giving in altogether, and try to weather the 
gale by putting their hands on half time, or even a 
shorter allowance than that. But the gale is not 
weathered—there is no favorable sign in the sky. 
The story is always the same; the exports are 
falling off, the demand for our wares becomes less 
and leas. Take the Board of Trade returns for the 
firet three months of this year. compared with the 
similar period of 1876, and look at the money value

We will take American manu- 
factured cotton or iron; America wiil not take 
ours, except at almost prohibitive rates of ome 
A cry which seemed to be dead has therefore sud- 
denly revived, the cry for protection, although it 
is at present but faintly heard. ‘There are some- 
times little ‘‘news paragraphs” in the daily 
ournals which are better worth attention than the 
ending articles, and perhaps some of our readers 
noticed afew days ago a few lines setting forth 
that a deputation of English silk manufacturers had 
waited upon Lord Derby requesting him to get a 
reduction of French duties on our silks brought 
over here. Protection seemed as extinct as the 
Wars of the Roses, but here it is again; and what 
‘is more, we venture to predict that we shall sce a 
good deal more of it during the next few years than 
many people suppose. We must think only 
of the consumers, the workingmen are 
told. But when the producers are nearly as nu- 
merous as the consumers, and find themselves on 
the verge of starvation, what they will demand is 
not scientific reasoning, but a remedy for their 
sufferings. —in plain English, bread. tection is

BILLY NEWCOMB., 
Cincinnati Enquirer. 

Col. Nick- Roberts last night telegraphed us from 
New York the fact that W. W. Newcomb, the well- 
known Ethiopean comedian and minsrte] manager, 
had died in that city —*, * -- Newcomb 
was born in Utica, N. V., Aug. 4, , and was, 
consequently. in his 47th year. os a very early 
age he evinced a decided predilection for the stage, 
and one night happening to attend the performance 
ofa Mr. Fitzgalian, a banjo-viayer and singer, he 
became so much infatuated with him that he 
sought him out after his show was over and be- 
goaght him to take him as an apprentice. Fitz- 

Han engaged him, and under his guidance and 

uition he soon became avery clever performer. 
While playing in Utica, Mr. Newcomb attracted 
the attention of N. B. Howe, then the proprietor 
of the largest circus in the United States, and the 
result was that he was engaged by that gentleman 
for a term of years ata very fine salary. At tbe 
expiration of this contract he, with a Mr. Thaye 
Organized a band of minstrels and traveled with it 

uite awhile very successfully. After severing his 
onnection with this party, be was the feature of a 
number of minstrel parties for several years. While 
with Fellows’ Minstrels he originated the famous 
** Eesence of Old Virginia (a break-down dance 
that is yet a favorite on the minstrel boards) and a 
burlesque lecture on Woman's Rights,” that 
serves as a model even now for minstrel stump- 
kers. About this time he met the celebrated 

i Rameey. the Banjo King, and the twain united 
their fortunes and founded Ramsey 4 New- 
como’s Minstrels, which, in its day, 
the crack travel minstrel 
of the country. troupe lasted 

ears, and made an immense amount of money 

n 1860 it visited Europe. doing well in England. 
Ireland. Scotland. aud fairly in Russia and France. 
It did not please in Germany, however, for the 
Germans took ambrage at the fact that the mem- 
bers of the troupe were only corked up darkies and 
not simon-pure nigs, as they supposed they were 
when they saw them play, and no amount of argu- 
ment could convince the stolid Germans that New- 
comb and his party were not frauds. Returning 
from hie European trip, he took his troupe to Cuba, 
and in forty-two concerts cleared the sum of $20, - 
000. After dissolving partnership with Ramsey, 
Mr. Newcomb went into business as a manager on 
his own hook, and for awhile was quite su ful. 
Many of our readers will rememberthe war that 
wok between La Rue'’s Minstrels and New- 
comb's for the possession of Wood's Theatre a 
number of years ago. The contest ended 
in favor of Newcomb, who had for his 
comedians Billy Emerson, Johnny Allen, and 
Billy Manning. These — —— such a suc- 
cess with him that they seced started the 
ever popuiar band, Emerson, Allen & Manning's 
Minstrels, which, in one week, at ke’s Opera 
House, took in over pe. O88 for receipts. In con- 
junction with Nick Ro „Mr. Newcomb after- 
ward started a gift — in connection with 
his minstrels. It was quite popular for awhile. In 
his day Newcomb made an immense sum of money, 
but, being of an imprudent nature, he did not re- 
tain it long, and his latter days was embittered b 
sickness and verty. Indeed, to such a strait 
was he reduced for money a couple of years ago 
that he sold a costly monument which he had 
erected over the remains of one of his wives for a 
mere pittance. Asan Ethiopian performer he was 
one of the best that ever blacked up, and there are 
few in the business to-day that are a tithe as good 
as he was. Bobby Newcomb, the famous song and 
dance man, was his ward and pupil.

TEN BROECK’S MARRIAGE. 

The Louisville Courier-Journal, in announeing 
the marriage to Mr. Richard Ten Broeck ef Mrs. 
H. D. Newcomb, widow of the late President of 
the Louisville & Nashville Railroad, simply adds 
that the event naturally created a great sensa- 
tion in Louisville society.” The affairs of both 
Mr. Ten Broeck and Mrs. Newcomb have lately 
been brought to the attention of the public by two 
very notable lawsuits, which were watched with 
much attention in the West. H. D. Newcomb was 
married, years ago, to a Miss Cornelia Reed, 
daughter of a well-known Kentucky family. After 
the birth of several children, Mre. Newcomb de- 
veloped evidences of insanity, and, during the 
temporary absence of her nurse one day, she 
threw her children one by one from an uppet 
window of her husband's house. wo 
were killed outnght, and two escaped compara- 
tively unhurt. Mrs. Newcomb was sent to the 
private insane asylum at Somerville, Mass., where 
she still remains, her malady being pronounced in- 
curable. Some five — 2 ago Mr. Newcomb, then 
being quite an old man, & having procured a di- 
vorce, was married to Miss Mary Cornelia Smith, 
daughter of a weaithy Louisville banker, and her- 
self one of the most beautiful and accomplished 
young ladies in Louisville society. This marriage 
excited much comment in Louisville at the time. 
At Mr. Newcomb’s death, three years ago, (A. di- 
vided his fortune, amounting to nearly 32, - 
000, between his second wite, two young bid ga 
by this marriage, and a son by the flret. — now Pice- 
President of the Louisville & Nashville Road, — 
leaving an annuity to the divorced wife sufficient 
for her maintenance. This son contested the will 
on the ground that the second marriage was in- 
valid. t was proved in the trial that the 
State Legislature hud burriedly passed a bill mak- 
ing insanity a ground for divorce; that shortly 
afterward Mr. Newcomb procured his divorce under 
it. and then that the Legislature had repealed the 
bill. The Chancellor held that the divorce pro- 
ceedings were informa! and that the second marriage 
was void, but, on the ground of equity, that the 
two children by this marriage should not be con- 
sidered illegitimate. The progress of the case was 
attended by much so¢@ial excitement in Louisville 
and wherever the parties were known, the proceed- 
ing being reported very fully in the Louisville, 
Cincinnati, and Nashville 42 This interest. 
as the Courier-Journal timates, has been 

atly intensified by Mrs. Newcomb’s—or 
fiss Smiths, the Court having decreed that 
was not entitled to the name—recent 
marriage. Mr. Ten Broeck, who is a man 60 
years old or more, is best known as one of the two 
entlemen who took several American horses to 
— a number of years ago. While abroad he 
married Miss Anderson, a Kentucky heiress, and, 
after her death in New York, her relatives con- 
tested her will, by which she left her fortune to 
Mr. Ten Broeck, claiming that it was obtained by 
frand and duress. Mr. Ten Broeck gained this 
anit, however, but is now understood to be again a 
poorman. His second wife received several hun- 
dred thousand dollars by a special clause in Mr. 
Newcomb's will, the result of the suit only depriv- 
ing her of dower and reducing her share by the 
dower granted to the insane wife. Severai years 
since Mr. Ten Broeck was shot bya Louisville 
lawyer and supposed to be killed,—his obitaary 
being published in several Eastern journals, —bat 

he bas since entirely recovered from-the wound.

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A MATHEMATICIAN.

The Town of Brunswick was to celebrate on 
Monday last the hundredth anniversary of the 
dirthday of Gauss, the great German mathemati- 
cian. Carl Friedrich Gauss was the son of a brick- 
layer, and it was his father’s wish that the boy 
should be a bricklayer too.

ing in the other. It is the bill proposed by 
Mr. Surrn, of this county, defining more 
clearly the relations between landlords and 
tenants. At present, when a tenant refuses 
to pay rent and refuses to surrender pos- 
session, the proceedings are for the recovery 
of the premises by process against forcible 
entry and detainer. The case is tried before 
a Justice of the Peace, with or without a 
jury. Ifthe judgment be for the owner, the 
defendant gives a nominal bond and the case 
is appealed, and there it rests for a year or 
more, the tenant in possession and paying 
no rent. The abuses of this law are many 
and griévous. This bill proposes a partial 
remedy by providing that when, upon the test 
of the case in forcible entry and detainer, there 
is a judgment rendered for the plaintiff, a 
writ of restitution shall issue in all cases. 
From this judgment an appeal will 
lie if the appeal is prayed and the 
bond filed within five days. But. 
pending the appeal, the writ of restitu- 
tion shall issue and be executed if the 
plaintiff shall within five days give and file a 
bond in a resonable sum conditioned to pay 
all such damages and costs as may be award- 
ed against him, if final judgment is rendered 
for the defendant. The operation of this 
law, should it be enacted, will be that, 
whenever the landlord obtains judgment, he 
shall have restitution of the premises, and 
the defendant's appeal, if he take one, shall 
be in the nature of a suit for damages for his 
dispossession. It will cut off the practice of 
holding possession of premises under a nom- 
inal bail-bond, paying no rent during the 
whole time the appeal may be pending. 
That a remedy for the gross abuses under 
the present law is needed is not questioned; 
that this bill provides a protection against 
some of the abuses practiced is equally cer- 
tain ; but whether it will be as effective, or is 
as extended as its authors expect it will be, 
is a matter we suppose to be determined by 
experience and the courts. 4 
THE STATE-HOUSE ABUSES. 

As the true story of the Senate investi- 
gation of the State-House scandal comes out 
piece by piece, the showing becomes the 
worse for those who are responsible for the 
abuses. When the fact was admitted by the 
Commissioners, after drawing and expend- 
ing the entire sum of $3,500,000 authorized 
by the Constitution, that it would still re- 
quire $700,000 more to complete the building, 
there was sufficient evidence that there had 
been at least gross mismanagement. Going 
back over the reportsof the Commissioners 
and finding that they always solemnly as- 
sured the public that the structure would be 
completed within the prescribed amount, 
and this even when they received the last 
$800,000 for the express purpose of finiah- 
ing up, there was a suspicion of something 
worse. The report of the Committee to the 
Senate, recommending that the architect be 
discharged and that the Board of Commis- 
sioners be abolished, sufficiently confirmed 
the theory of mismanagement. But it ap- 
pears that the report did not embody all the 
abuses which the Committee ran down in 
their investigation, nor adequately express 
the full indignation which the majority 
of the Committee felt at the betrayal 
of the public trust which they discovered. 
The report was a sort of compromise,—the 
minority friendly to the Commissioners 
agreeing to join in the recommendation for 
the abolition of the Board if the majority 
would consent to let the Commissioners off 
with as little public blame as possible. But 
an effort to cover up official culpability is 
rarely successful, and not more so in this in- 
stance than usual. , 

Some idea of the enormity of the State- 
House abuses may be found in the report 
which was originally prepared by the major- 
ity of the Committee, and which has found its 
way to the public in spite of the effort to 
suppress it. It gives a nearer view of the 
testimony on which the Committee reached 
their conclusions, and shows how obvious it 
must have been to the Commissioners them- 
selves that they were wasting the people's 
money. It appears that two years ago a 
Senate Committee investigated the work, and 
a majority then reported against the system 
of gingerbread ornamentation which was 
costing so much money. A minority

This extortion is too serious a. matter to be 
condoned or excused in the slightest degree. 
Not only should the Board of Commissioners 
be abolished, but it should be openly on the 
ground of malfeasance. These men have 
been drawing salaries for years (over $147,- 
000 in all for Commissioners, secretary, 
architect, etc. ), under the pretense of serving 
the State, instead of which they have per- 
mitted the State to be plundered to the 
amount of probably not less than a million 
of dollars, including the work that must be 
done over; it is proper that they should be 
punished at least by fixing upon them all 
the public disgrate that attaches to their 
negligence. Cocnnaxx, the architect, is at 
Springfield, we are told, laboring with mem- 
bers for his retention, on the ground that 
his partner, Piquanarp (now dead), was to 
blame for past abuses. This is because there 
will be a good many thousand dollars more 
in architects’ fees, if the work ever goes on. 
Cocnnax's demand is a piece of unmitigated 
impertinence. He was the head of the 
firm, and probably in every way cog- 
nizant of, if not actually suggesting, the 
course that was pursued. Public justice and 
public welfare demand that the whole set be 
kicked out without ceremony, and they 
ought to be thankful if they get off so easily.

The London Tunes, commenting upon the 
opening of hostilities, says: Once more 
we behold the strange phenomenon of a re- 
ligious war, which is likely to be as fanatical 
and relentless as any recorded in history. It 
will also have the characteristic that the 
Mahometan stands more on a level with his 
adversary than has ever been known in later 
ages.” The statement of the Times is 
worthy of some consideration, the more 
especially as nearly every one has come to 
lgdk at this war as a political one. It is, on 

e other hand, the only war that may be 
called religious since the last Russian war in 
Turkey. That war commenced asa religious 
one, but its character was changed when 
Turkey's allies entered upon the scene. 
Russia commenced the war for religious rea- 
sons; England and France fought Russia for 
political reasons. In all the controversies 
that have characterized the Russo-Turkish 
complication since the outbreak of the 
Herzegovina revolt a year ago, the 
religious question has been uppermost. 
Of course there has been mixed 
with it a motive of ambition, but the dec- 
laration of war disavows it. Nowhere in the 
manifesto does it appear; on the other hand, 
Russia clearly and succinctly declares the 
object of the war tobe the amelioration of the 
condition of the Sclavic Christians. The 
Conference of the Powers at Constantinople 
hinged upon it. It characterized the proto- 


Porte made no demand ef the Turks that 
they should cede territory or give up political 
control. They only asked that the Christian 
subjects of the Porte should be protected in 
their religious rights and moral privileges ; 
that they should not be robbed, plundered, 
overtaxed, tortured, murdered, and treated 
with that infamy and cruelty that character- 
ized the Dark Ages. It is to all intents and 
purposes a struggle of the fanaticism of the 
Greek Church with the fanaticism of the 
Mussulman. 

A war of this kind must of necessity be a 
cruel and relentless one, characterized by ex- 
tremes on each side. The religious motive 
is the most powerful of human emotions 
that can actuate a nation, and it is especial- 
ly powerful in such a nation as Russia, where 
education is not general, and where there is 
no division of religious thought. In this 
country, for instance, there could not be such 
a war, owing to the spread of general intelli- 
gence and the multitude of other subjects to 
occupy attention. In Russia, however, the 
absorbing idea is not democracy, republic- 
ism, speculative philosophy, or education, 
but religious dogmas. The priest furnishes 
the knowledge. The people, the press, and 
the Government are swayed by this power- 
ful force. The Russian Emperor did not 
want to go into the war. He was willing 
to accept the smallest terms of relig- 
ious guarantees; but when the Porte 
refused to allow of any outside 
interference in its internal affairs, 
then the religious sympathies of the Rus- 
sian people with their oppressed brethren

AN OPEN SCHEME OF REPUDIATION. 

The passage by the Legislature of the bill 
providing for the collection of the unpaid 
taxes of 1873 and 1874 has excited anew the 
wrath of the Chicago Tunes, which de- 


— — —— — 


as something imfamous. The facts are few 
and very plam: During certain years the 
city taxes were levied under a special law of 
the Legislature. Three-fourths of the prop- 
erty-owners of the city paid their taxes; 
the owners of one-fourth of the property 
combined, employed counsel, and unitedly 
resisted the payment of the taxes. The 
Courts decided that the levy should have 
been made under the general law and not 
under the special one. In the meantime 
the appropriations represented by these un- 
paid taxes were expended, the city issuing 
certificates of indebtedness, and thus had a 
floating debt payable out of the uncollected 
revenue. Under this debt the city staggered 
for several years. The owners of one-fourth 
of the taxalile property of the city 
thus escaped taxation, aggregating during 
the several years over two millions of dollars. 
The question was: 1. Shall this debt be re- 
pudiated? 2. Shall the property-owners 
who have already paid their tax now in ad- 
dition tax themselves to pay the taxes on the 
property of others? or, 3. Shall the tax be 
re-levied and obllectod from the property 
which owes it? 

From the first to the present time the 
Chicago Times has insisted that the debt be 
repudiated, that it be declared void, and 
that no tax of any kind be levied to pay it. 
It has denounced all the attempts to secure 
legislation for the collection of these back 
taxes; it has urged that every possible 
means be taken to defeat the execution of 
the law, and has appealed to the lowest and 
basest instincts and motives, to do what? 
To compel the city to repudiate the debts 
it incurred in good faith, and under the full 
assurance (as did all other cities in the State) 
that the law on the statute-book was suifl- 
cient to warrant the proceedings. 

Here is a case of one-fourth of the proper- 
ty of the city avoiding taxes, while the taxes 
have been paid by the other three-fourths, 
and every effort to make the delinquent pay 
their share is met by a demand that the debt 
be repudiated. For several years that meas- 
ure has been persistently urged by the Chi- 
cago Times, to the disgrace of that paper, 
and if possible to the injury of the city. 
There is not a redeeming feature in the his- 
tory of this whole opposition to the collec- 
tion of these taxes ; there is not and never 
was a pretense that the appropriations made 
by the Council were not for legal purposes, 
and fully within the power of the Council ; 
there is not a pretense that the expenditures 
authorized by the appropriations were not 
made, or that the cor tificates were not is- 
sued in anficipation of the revenue; there is 
not „ pretense that the city had not the legal 
authority to have a tax levied upon all the 
property to produce the revenue to meet 
the expenditures. There were two acts on 
the statute-book indicating a course of pro- 
ceeding by which the tax could be levied. 
The city choose one of these laws when, the 
Court said,it ought to have selected the other. 
At no stage of the proceedings was it ever 
whispered that the tax was unjust, that it was 
disctiminatory, or that it was levied for an 
illegal or improper purpose. The great bulk 
of the people paid the tax like honest men; 
the others combined to escape taxation and 
compel others to pay their taxes. They made 
up apurse to hire mei defeat the collection of 
the revenue. These people have between two 
and three millions of dollars of the city rev- 
enue which they refuse to pay over, and 
which they demand shall be repudiated, and 
the editor of the Chicago Times lends his 
pap& to the advocacy of this repudiation in the 
interest of the men who have ‘‘ dead-beated ” 
the city out of paying the interest on its 
bonds. 

The law just passed by the Le,islature 
provides the machinery under which the 
taxes of 1873 and 1874 may be re-levied ; 
under which all taxes paid in these years 
may be credited on the new levy, leaving 
those who escaped during those yéars—the 
persons who owe the city over $2,000,000 of 
revenue—to be of record with the unpaid 
tax a charge on their property. These peo- 
ple know that their property was legally 
chargeable with taxes in those years; they 
know they have never paid these taxes; they 
know that such taxes are due to the city. 
What is their duty but to pay those taxes? 
Either those who owe the taxes will have to 
pay them, or the taxes will have to be col- 
lected of those who have already paid their 
own taxes. Does the editor of the Chicago 
Times want to pay ten or fifteen thousand 
dollars extra tax to pay the back taxes of 
some tax-fighter? This he must do unless

Is no longer the loose and inefticient machine 
which was shattered to pieces at Gravelotte and 
Sedan. It does not suffer from a Court which was 
forced to look at the political fidelity of its Gener- 
als more than at their professional power. The 
Minister of War and the Generali of Division set 
an example of zeal and hard work. The 
bonds of discipline have been drawn tighter. 
The officers are expected ta study their 
duties instead of wasting ‘their time m 
cafes when off parade. Vast sums have 
been spent on the equipment of the troops. 
The whole method of organization has been re- 
vised by the light of the German system, and such 
parts of that system as are suitablp to France have 
been copied. The process of mobilization would 
be se much quicker in the event of war that a de- 
cisive battle micht, it is believed, be lost or won 
in less than the time necded seven/years ago to put 
a half-equipped army near the frontier. These 
changes would give France greater defensive power 
than she had in 1870, even if we make allowance 
for the loss of Strasburg and Metz. Two years 
ago, on the occasion of the scare, the German 
army might, perhaps, have marched to Paris with 
little difficulty; but the time for a milltary prome- 
nade has passed. France, it is said, could not 
put 500,00u men in the ficld, ahd at least the 
two large invading armies would find the way to 
the Capital barred by a force larger than its own. 
France would also have moral advantages which 
she lacked in 1870. for, if attagked, she would 
fight with the consciousness that her cause was just. 
Nor would she be distracted by a Court which 
sometimes made the interests of the nation sub- 
servient to those of the dynasty. H she were to be 
beaten at all, therefore, it would only be after a 
far more severe struggle than that Which was sig- 
nalized by the tremendous disasters of Sedan and 
Metz.

1866, with 
gold at 146%, which is equivalent to 82.04% with 
gold at 107. He thinks the highest point touched 
that year was $2.82, but does not remember what 
was the gold rate at the same time. 

Another 50,000 bu wheat gone to the bottom, as 
food for the fishes. There is so little wheat avail- 
able now that the bread-consuming world can ill 
afford to lose a part of ite stock by shipwreck. 

Cash wheat was quiet yesterday. There wasa 
good many orders on hand for car-lots for interior 
points, but they were generally limited too low, 
the advance in prices making it impossible to fill 
them. 

They say that the bearish tone in corn, every now 
and then reported from New York, is caused by the 
manipulations of a leading operator who sold short 
to a large extent in the neighborhood of 58c (in 
that market), and has ever since been endeavoring 
to prevent the rise due to war excitement. He has 
been only partially successful. and it is open to 
grave doubt if he can prevent the advance which is 
legitimate in corn if wheat be worth anything like 
present prices. The relative scarcity of wheat must 
enormously increase the consumption of maize as 
an article of human food, while it will be undoubt - 
edly wanted in much larger quantities for feed than 
if there were no war. It 1 well that we have 
plenty of it in the West. 

The leading produce markets were moderately 
active yesterday. Breadstuffs were stronger, a 
further important advance being effected in 
wheat. Corn was firmer in sympathy, and provis- 
ions opened up strong. but fell back under the 


weight of increased offerings. There wasa fair 


movement in cash corn. The war news was not 
specially exciting, but the fear is gaining ground 
that the whole of Europe must eventually be in- 
volved in the fearfal struggle now begun between 
Russia and Turkey; and that this wonld enable 
the United States to command her own prices for 
dreadstuffs, while the consumption of meat in Eu- 
rope would not necessarily be increased. The for- 
warding movement was rather slow yesterday, be- 
ing restricted by the upward turn in prices. 

Jobbers of dry goods were only fairly busy. A 
good many orders were entered, but, as the demand 
was restricted to small parcels for reassortment, 
the volume of business did not reach very large 
proportions. Prices remain steady. There was a 
satisfactory degree of activity in the grocery mar- 
ket, and a decidedly firm set of prices. Coffees and 
sugars were in good consumptive and speculative 
demand, and were subjected to a further advance. 
Sirups and molasses were nominally higher, though 
the quotations remain as before. A very firm 
market for rice, soaps, and starch was also noted. 
The demand for staple dried fruits was fairly 
active, and for prunes, currants, and layer-raisins 
the quotations were again advanced. Apples were 
held with confidence at the late advance, and 
holders anticipate still higher prices, In the bat- 
ter, cheese, and fish markets no important changes 
were developed. Leathgr was firm, with some 
descriptions held at a slight advance. Prices of 
oils, paints, and colors were generally firm under a 
good demand. 

Lumber was in fair demand at the yards and 
docks at unchanged prices. The offerings of car- 
goes were mall and principally inch-staff. The 
wool and broom-corn markets were quiet and un- 
changed. Hides were salable at recent prices. The 
demand for seeds was limited, and timothy and 
clover were dull and weak, the latter being lower. 
Hay was quiet, the late advance in freights haring 
checked the shipping movement, and the local de- 
mand is small, the supply of loose hay being about 
enough to meet the wants of city buyers. Potatoes 
were slow and easy under liberal] offerings. Poul- 
try was a Shade firmer, being in better request, 
with the offerings smaller than heretofore. 

Lake-freighte were quiet and firm at 3e bid for 
corn to Baffalo, 144c on wheat to Milwaukee, and 
4c on do to Sarnia.

LIFE-INSURANCE. 
A IMPORTANT DECISION. 

Judge Blodgett delivered seven decisions yester- 
day morning, the most of them containing matters 
of interest. The first case was that of Eliza Jane 
Arick vs. The St. Louis Mutual Life-Insurance 
Company on the question of life-insurance policies. 
It seems that in June, 1866, Alfred A. Arick took 
out an endowment pohcy for $10, 000 or his own 
life, payable June, 1890, or at death, if he died 
pefore that time, the annual premium being 
9053.20 for nine years. When he took 
out the policy, Arick paid $323.40 
in cash, and gave a note for a like amount payable 
in one year, at the same time paying the interest 
thereon in advance at the rate of 6 per cent. When 
the second premium fell due one-Ralf was paid in 
cash, and the remainder by a second note, the in- 
terest on both being also paid in advance far the 


ensuing year. In 1868, at the time the third pre- 


mum came due, One-half was paid in cash. the 
old notes were taken up, and @ note given for 
$817.76, that being the amount due on three 
notes, leas a dividend of $162.04, which had been 
declared the preceding year. In 1869 another 
dividend of $45.68 was declared, which, deducted 
from the note, left $772.08. No premium was 
' paid after 1869, nor any interest on the note, and 
in October. 1873, Arick died. 
The policy was issued on the half cash, half note, 
@on-forfeitable plan, and the notes were to bear 
4nterestat 0 per cent, payable in advance. The 
policy that if default was made in the 
payment the policy should be commuted on a cer- 
tain basis, and according to this ratio it was $3, 000 
when Arick died.

it that the agents acting for a bank engaged in so 
extraordinary and questionable dealings were act- 
ing entirely within the of their powers. 
Th with a bank might safcly assume 

„ President, Cashier, tellers, étc., 
were acting within the limit of their powers in lend- 
ing money, discounting bills, receiving deposits, 
etc. , because those were acts necessarily incident 
to banking business Bat when an officer of a bank 
assumed to borrow money for his corporation, he 
was acting so far out of the line of inary busi- 
ness as to require either a special authority or sub- 
sequent ratification to make his act bind upon 
his principal. 

In other words, ajperson d with @ bank in 
& matter so much out of the line of usual bank- 
ing basiness would be put on inquiry to as- 
certain whether in those extraordinary powers 
had n de d to the officers assuming to 
exercise them, and the whole history of the trans- 
action out of which'the note originated should be 
examined. In the present case the facts shewed 
the Cashier of a ional Bank located in Kansas 
coming to thig city and here assuming to borrow, 
in behalf of his bank, a large sum of money from 
another National Bank located here, for which he 
gives the note of his bank, payable in four months, 
and before the note was two weeks old it was taken 
to New York City and offered for rediscount by 
the payee. That wis enough to have put the bank 
to whom it was offered for unt on 
inquiry. The single fact that a National 
Bank had given a note was im itself a safficiently 
suspicious circumstance to put any prudent banker 
on his guard, and require whoever discounted it te 
fully inform himself gs to the history of the yaper 
or to take it gubject to all equities. Had the n 
& Trast Com made due inquiry in regard to 
the origin of the paper in question, the facts would 
have been learned, and they wouid have become 
advised that the note was given on a special agree - 
ment, aud that at most only 51. 000 could ever be 
due them on it. | 

It was urged that the defendants had paid full 
value for the note, and that the Wyandotte bank 
should nut be heard deny the authority of its 
Cashier in the premis Bat the obvious answer 
was that the record did not show at ail that the 
Cashier had the fight to give the note, and the 
burden of proof, even as against the Wyandotte 
bank, was upon the omy who bought such a note, 
to show that the Cashier was authorized to make 
it. Moreover, when the Loan & Trust Company 

n the paper, it must be essumed they 
did so not onthe credit of the maker, but that of 
the indorser, with whom they directly dealt. It 
would be a most alarming doctrine that the Cashier 
of a National Bank without special authority could 
travel the length of the Union, making and selling 
the notes of hie bank at every village he based 
through. and thereby binding his stockholders even 
te the extent of their personal liability for debt 
they contract. The proof did not disclose what the 
purpose of the Cashier of the Wyandotte bank was 
in making the note jn question, and the extraordi- 
nary contract that accompanied it—eiving a four 
montbs’ note at 8 per cent, and yet not having the 
use of four-fifths of it for the whole life the 
note. It was enough to say that any man apprized 
of those facts must have known that the note 
did not represent aay levitimate banking transac- 
tion, and that for the Cook County National Bank 
to put such 4 note in circulation must be a breach 
of the contract from which the note sprang. 

The Judge was therefore clearly of the opinion 
that the Loan & Trast Company was nota bona- 
fide holder of the bote as against the Wyandotte 
bank; that the equities between the original par- 
ties must be recognized; and that the compisinant 
was entitled to relief by having the amount stand- 
ing te its credit with the Cook County National 
Bank at the time the note fell due applied im pay-
